a. Uet of $2 names of CA DROIT employees and their address fbr 
transmission to the W. Berlin police with a covering letter requesting 
these persons be put upon the endanged list* Ibis is in accordance 
with earlier discussions with GARBO. All persons art to be put on 
the more common endangered list, not the highly restricted one, ccr trary 
to initial^ intention. Experience showed that attempts to deter®! e 
who should go on the highly restricted list and who should not might 
lead to a certain amount of personnel friction within CAJQSOZJUeinc 
the mo e highly restricted list really offers little in At*** 

Protection which the more common one does not, no attempt^ to creek 
the employee# d om into further categories. It may be noted, however, 
that 12 employees requested that their names not be put on the endangered 
list, and certain part tine and lower level employees were considered 
unnecessary for inclusion (part time cleaning woman, etc*)* Home w mr , 
all key employees are covered, and in oases of doubt, a persons name 
has been Included, list and letter attached.

d* Additional report on SFS attempt to recruit/make cor tact 
with CA DROIT staffer Blub® through the latter* a DDft-residlng cousin, 

SFS had taken hi® to safe house after his recent visit to Blub® in 
V* Berlin, queried re Bluhm's financial situation, apt* fluHfcfc furniture, 
etc. SFS noted that Bluhm could stay In seat Sorlin and still woik 
with the SFS, or could return to the DDF where he would get a good 
Job, If Blnhn did not agree to^rork with the SFS, he would recelw 
bad treatment in the future. SFS advised the cousin to take some 
liquor along to future visits to Bluhm and discuss politics with him. 
Bluhm and the cousin agreed on the next report to the SFSt Blub® would 
bopainfed as imroceptlnp to Eastern political approaches, is fir® 
anti%-Coamunist. NOTE* This cs3# might be reviewed fbr possibility 
of some sort of phy back action. Such action would have to

e* Copy of letter from CARCARANA 2’ s lawyers to the Frankfurt 
court which quotes from an earlier letter written by CARCARANA in 
which the latter confesses to "Ehewidrige Be^lehungac*. Da CARCARAJA 2*s 
lawyers request the court to accept this as proof of the charge, and 
n ot to require an examination of CARCARANA since he is In gall* She 
formal letter also notes CARCARANA* 2 *a intention to emigre te on 
ap p roa t * 1$ June, and requests fast court action to complete the case 
before that date* 

f* Copy of letter ft*om Simoni to CARCARANA 1 s mother in Berlin, 
This letter notes the possibility that if CARCARANA 2 secures a divorce 
based upon her husband* guilt, the son will be given by the court 
to her and might go with her to tie United States* (This would be 
against GARCARAKJte wishes, as previously reported* ) Slaoni point s out 
that CARCARANA* s confession to guilty action cannot jMMNfpOwaE be 
called back at this stage of the process* he will be seen as the 
guilty party* Simon! describes the undesirability of questioning this 
confession at the present time* Such questioning would probably result in 
official examination of CARCARANA, which might lead to a revival of 
the old grounds of espionage, which in turn would make it more difficult 
to get a later parole for CARCRANA, which is, of course, tie main 
aim of all concerned* 

2* CARBO reported orally thiti 

a* Kaiser UttiM visited CARBO at C ADROIT again on 10 Nay. 

His creditors have redoubled the pursuit* The full amount of his 
dsbt to the bank (approx DM 1,000) fall due on 10 May sines he had 
failed to pay earlier inatallmenta-the familiar acceleration clause* 

The bank can now seise KAISER* s belongings to satis the oebt (unless 
he puts up further security by 10 'Jay, which he cannot do). Thfta the 
boik css take his furniture and clothing at any ties* (NOTBi The kmk 
was prevented earlier from taking all of KAISKR'a termination pgr only 
by CADROIT* s explanation that such action was legally premature*} 

Another creditor, a furniture house, can taka the fkitAw— i kitchen 
fixtures out on IS May unless paid earlier* Although grateful for 
CARBO's aid, KAISER Is again getting nervous* CARBO fervently requested 
Pepin to expedite the outside action to pick up contact with KAISER 
concerning which he had beat earlier briefed in general terns* *4 pointed 
out quite correctly that a period of grace had been woo by dint of 
hard work and fancy footwork since the tr nsmiosion of Kaiser* s 
threatening letter to the Soglalast, but that this situation cannot q % 
last for vary long in view of Reiser 1 3 demonstrated immaturity and 
tendency to wail at -the stars when in trouble coupled with his 
worsening financial situation* The time which had been won should 
be a an as an opportunity to work out a permanent solution, and not 
a reason for treating the matter in a routine manner* ^Jgrea: to
